Educational Herald — 1 am glad that 
the Pastor of the St. Paul s Catholic 
Church (he will please excuse me from 
calling him Father, for my book forbids 
that,) has seen fit to answer my article 
which appeared last week in The Educa 
tional Herald. 

He says that my two statements that 
$1,300 is paid annually by the city to the 
Catholic School Fuud arc both "untrue.'' 
I made the statement according to my 
understanding of the newspaper reports 
of Council proceedings. I have now ob 
tained information from the Treasurer's 
office and I find the facts to be these 
The appropriation is $1,000; it is divided 
between two Catholic schools: and for 
the last two years it has been paid out 
of the general fund, no separate account 
of the School Fund having been pre- 
viously kept 

So. then, I have done Mr. Barry the 
grievous wrong of saying that his church 
receives annually $1,200 of unlawfully 
appropriated money, when it receives 
only $1,000, that it receives this money 
for one school, when it receives it for 
two; and that the money comes from the 
School Fund when it really comes from 
the funds collected from the people for 
other purposes, and is unlawfully given 
for the support of Catholic Schools. 

As for myself. I would as soon be 
caught receiving $1,200 to which I have 
no lawful right as $1,000. I would as 
be haught receiving it for one of my 
children as two. And I would rather be 
caught taking school money for my 
hool than taking money collected for, 
id rightly belonging to, some other pub 
: interest. 

For this violation of law Mr. Barry 
pleads the old excuse that it costs the 
city less to pay this money than it would 
to provide room and teachers in the city 
schools for all the Catholic children. 
Does he. a Priest, thiuk it right to vio 
late law in order to save money * I hoped 
that he would look, as I did in my article, 
at tho morals of the question and not ex 
clusively at the dollars and cents. 

But does he really mean, us his plea 
would seem to imply, that if this appro- 
priation shall be withdrawn, and ample 
provisions made in the city schools for all 
Catholic children, they will be sent 
hese schools? His own language in 
his reply to mo shows that hu doe* not. 
Then his reply is an evasion. 

As well give $1,000 a year to Sayre In- 
stitute, if that institute would receive it, 
plea that it would cost still more to 
provide for all their city pupils in the 
city schools. But Protestants could not 
get such appropriations if they wished, 
for tho saloons and a solid church vote 
ot at their command. 
. Barry pronounces tho closing re- 
mark in my article "billingsgate." It 
"1 thus: "The best remedy, and the 
one which would be most creditable to 
the parties concerned, would be for the 
Catholic Priest, either at his own option, 
or uudor instruction from Bishop Maes, 
to decline any longer to receive the 
stolen goods." As I am anxious to keep 
the gentleman in a good humor (for I 
havo nothing but good will toward him 
personally,) I will take back the words, 
'stolen goods." and put the out thus:

Hut, if tne information 
should prove Incorrect, the situation of 
states using silver as money becomes 
so difficult that they will have to take 
' > their own hands and 
soma conclusion as far as they 
are auia to do so, with a view to pre- 
vent farther decline in. the price of sli- 
ver and to awaken the interest of the 
financial world on the subject 

"It is likely that some of the nations 
will convene a conference of the states 
using silver as money, among which all 
the Latin-Ainerican states will be in- 
cluded, as well as the eastern nations, 
in order to study the question and 
eome to an agreement, with a view to 
attaining the result 

"This is a burning question, nstonly 
to Mexico, but to all the silver countries 
of the world. It is impossible for Mex- 
ico to demonetize silver because that 
would bring universal ruin to us, and 
rather than accept such an extreme 
measure we would make up oar minds 
to depend upon our resource*. 

"Fortunately, we can produce enongh 
agricultural articles of all the 
supply our wants and although our 
manufactureaare yetcrude, they would 
receive great impulse by the high pries 
of exchange. 

"Not only the debtor, but the cred- 
itor nations would be materially affect- 
ed by the further fall of silver, because 
if the former are deprived of the means 
of paying their debts, the creditors 
would be the final sufferers. The com-
